It seems to us that these criticisms 
are apt and deserved, and we give place 
to them the more readily because they 
come from an experienced and intelli- 
gent shipmaster. The masters of the 
ill-fated .vessels certainly had ample 
warning—plenty of time in which to get 
up anchor and gotosea,or hunt a less 
exposed portion of the coast. The 
direction of the storm, if not antici- 
pated before it came on (which it 
might have been by sailors familiar 
with this coast and its dangers), became 
apparent while there was yet time to 
put to sea. without danger of being 
driven back upon the shore. By round- 
ing Point Fermin and moving a very 
few leagues to the northward and 
westward, in the direction of the 
Ballona and Santa Monica, the lost 


* ships might have found, not a lee 


shore, to be sure, but a spot where the 
fierce southeaster blew with far less 
force and violence, and where, doubt- 
less, their anchors would have held. 
Or they might have put to sea and 
“stood off and on.“ Thus, it is be- 
lieved, might have been averted the 
catastrophe to these vessels. 

No doubt the luckless shipmasters 
have aside of their own to thestory, and 
itis right that they be heard; but unless 
they can make a good case it will be 
right to have some official inquiry made 
into their conduct on the occasion. 


While it is not pretended that San 
Pedro Bay is all that could be de- 
sired as a harbor of refuge, it has 
nevertheless always been recognized 
by the officials of the United 
States Coast Survey as weil protected 
in every direction except against the 
winter gales from the southeast round 
to the southwest. ‘During the spring, 
summer and autumn it is an excellent 
roadstead,” says Prof. Davidson. From 

Point Fermin, which is the southeast 
point of high land west of the bay, the 
line of bluff runs exactly north and 
south for about two miles, being bold, 
and avetaging sixty feet in height. It 
is here that the ship Kennebec and the 
barkentine St. Louis might have found 
safety. 

The coast and bottom in this 
locality are further described in 
the Coast Pilot of California,“ 
the standard nautical authority 
published by the Government. Here 
are its sailing Cirections: ‘Vessels 
coming [to San Pedro] from the west- 
ward through the Santa Barbara Chan- 
nel make San Pedro Hill (1600 feet 
high), forming the west side of the bay, 
as an island projected against the 
mountains to the southward and east- 
ward. Approaching Point Vicente 

which is the southwest point of the hill, 
vessels can keep it close aboard, there 
being from fifty to eighty fathoms 
within a mile of the shore; round Point 
Fermin within half a mile, in from six 
to ten fathoms, and open the small 
island called El Moro [Dead Man’s 
Island]; run for that island, and when 
abreast of the landing, about one mile 
north of Point Fermin, anchor in three 
fathoms, bard bottom, and half a mile 
off shore. Vessels must anchor a mile 
off to get five fathoms.”’ 

Coming from the south with north- 
west winds, the directions are to “beat 
in boldly until abreast of the landing; 
keep the lead going and anchor any- 


the low shore, to the north and east of 
El Moro [Dead Man’s Island], closer 


fathoms water will be found.“ 

Then follows an injunction which it 
is evident, from the dispatch, the 
masters of the two vessels did not obey 
closely: In winter, anchor further 
out, and more to the northward, in order 
to be able to slip and go to sea should 
a heavy southeaster spring up.“ In 
1852, it is recorded, the clipper brig 
Fremont here rode out a very heavy 
southeast gale of three days’ duration.

The Secretary's Formal Letter 
of Resignation A 


Accepted by the President in a Compli- 
mentary Reply. 
The Right Timber for Interstate Com- 
_ missioners Very Scarce. 


Important Land Decision by Commissioner Sparks— 
“Morrow's New Anti-Chinese Bill—More 
Bonds to be Called In—Some 
New Appointments. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Feb. 15.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The following correspondence 
between the President and Secretary Man- 
in regard to the latter’s withdrawal 
from the Cabinet, was made public this 
evening:
